A TWO-YEAR-OLD entrusted into 
the care of a nursery was found 
wandering along a busy road. 

Thomas Hartley went missing 
from Appletree Day Nursery’s For¬ 
est School - an outdoor activities 
class run by the nursery in Horton 
Country Park - while a member of 
staff was on a three-minute “com¬ 
fort break” on Friday August 12. 

Thomas was later found on near¬ 
by Horton Lane by a member of 
the public before being reunited 
with a volunteer with the nursery 

In a letter sent to parents on the 
day of Thomas’ disappearance, 
Dennis Hockey, Ofsted registered 
person for the nursery, said the 
toddler was “unhurt and in no 
distress”. 

He added: “There will be no fur¬ 
ther Forest School sessions until 
we are confident that all necessary 
changes to procedures have been 
made.” 

Eight children, including Thom¬ 
as, were having lunch with two 
members of staff and a volun¬ 
teer before carrying on with their 
activities on Friday afternoon. 

One member of staff then 
went for a three-minute “comfort

break”, according to Mr Hockey’s 
letter. When they returned, Thom¬ 
as was missing. 

One member of staff guarded 
the remaining children, the other 
two adults frantically searched for 
Thomas. Staff eventually found 
him with a member of the public 
safe and well. 

Thomas’s mother Susannah 


Hartley took to Facebook on Fri¬ 
day night to reassure friends that 
her son was safe. 

On the SW19 Mums Network 
page, she wrote: “It makes me feel 
ill to think of what could have hap¬ 
pened to him and I’m so grateful he 
is safe and well. 

“On a normal day I would sing 
the praises of this nursery. My son 


loves going there. But it appears 
someone took their eye off the 
ball today and in childcare you 
can’t afford to do that. 

“I do feel reassured that they 
are taking it really seriously by 
stopping Forest School outings 
for the time being while they 
investigate.”

She added: “The whole thing 
was so scary It’s every par¬ 
ent’s worst nightmare and I 
am just so glad he’s OK.” 

Jo Young, Director of 
Quality and Nursing at Sur¬ 
rey and Borders Partner¬ 
ship NHS Foundation Trust 
which runs the nursery said 
an internal investigation into 
the incident was being under¬ 
taken. 

She added: “We are ex¬ 
tremely thankful that the 
child was unharmed and 
not in any distress, and offer 
again our sincere apologies 
to the family. 

“I would like to extend my 
gratitude to the member of 
the public who stayed with 
the child until the nursery 
staff located them soon after 
the child left the group at¬ 
tending the Forest School. 

“We are mortified that we 
didn’t maintain our usual 
high standards on this oc¬ 
casion and need to assure 
ourselves and our families 
that lessons are learnt from 
this incident, and all neces¬ 
sary changes to procedures 
are made, before any Forest 
School sessions can contin¬ 
ue.” 


Appeal comes with fares set to rise 1.9% despite months of cancellations and disruption 

Calls for Government to do more 
to protect Southern passengers

THE Government has been urged to 
protect beleaguered commuters on 
Southern trains after next year’s hike 
in regulated fares was confirmed as 
1.9 per cent. 

The increase, linked to July’s Re¬ 
tail Price Index (RPI) measure of in¬ 
flation, was announced by the Office 
for National Statistics on Tuesday 

Rail minister Paul Maynard said 
passengers “want more reliable jour¬ 
neys in comfort and with better facil¬ 
ities”. 

Two Tory MPs, including Reigate 
MP Crispin Blunt, were among those 
who claimed it would be wrong to 
raise fares for commuters using em¬ 
battled operator Southern, whose 
trains have been beset by delays, can¬ 
cellations and industrial action for 
months.

Mr Blunt said: “The Government 
has got to treat people fairly. 

“An across the board regulated rise 
with no exceptions to Southern is un¬ 
conscionable.” 

Many Southern services have 
been delayed or cancelled for months 
because of a dispute over changes 
to the role of conductors and staff 
shortages - blamed by the company 
on high levels of employee sickness. 

Talks aimed at resolving the dis¬ 
pute over the role of conductors on 
Southern rail services broke down 
on Monday. 

The Rail, Maritime and Transport 
union (RMT), which staged three 
days of strikes over the issue last 
week, claimed the operator rejected a 
proposal that would have ensured the 
role delivered by a second person on 
a train in addition to the driver. 

Govia Thameslink Railway (GTR), 
the parent company of Southern, 
vowed to press ahead with its mod¬ 
ernisation plans after an agreement 
could not be reached.

CPI, which was 0.6 per cent in July, 
is used for calculating pensions and 
most benefits.

A TEAM of young peo¬ 
ple on the National Cit¬ 
izen Service (NCS) pro¬ 
gramme raised nearly 
£300 towards a new 
ultrasound scanner for 
Epsom Hospital with 
a range of fundraising 
activities in the Ashley 
Centre. 

Eight youngsters 
aged between 16 and 17 
sold posters, artwork 
and cakes in the shop¬ 
ping centre on Saturday, 
July 23. 

They also made ani¬ 
mal masks for passing 
children. 

The team fell shy 
of its £300 target but

£281.66 to the Epsom 
Medical Equipment 
Fund (EMEF). 

EMEF co-ordinator 
and founder, Bess Hard¬ 
ing, said: “Although the

Woman Improving every day’ 
thanks to pioneering heart op

A 63-YEAR-OLD woman from 
Tadworth is well on the road 
to recovery after becoming the 
first person in the UK to under¬ 
go a pioneering procedure to fix 
a leaking heart valve. 

Jennie Keefe, who suffers 
from mitral valve disease, 
which is thought to affect about 
one in 50 adults in Britain, went 
under the knife at the Royal 
Brompton Hospital in Chelsea 
in April. 

Ms Keefe was found to have 
a heart murmur in her 40s, be¬ 
fore tests revealed she had se¬ 
vere mitral regurgitation (MR). 

MR is characterised by the 
valve which controls blood flow 
through the chambers of the 
heart (the mitral valve) collaps¬ 
ing and failing to close properly 

This collapse causes a back¬ 
flow of blood when the heart 
contracts and can cause breath¬ 
lessness, fatigue, dizziness and 
chest pain. If left untreated, it 
can lead to heart failure and 
death. 

Ms Keefe said: “In the last 


year or two I started to expe¬ 
rience symptoms. I was very 
tired, breathless and couldn’t 
keep up with friends and family 
when we were out walking. My 
family and partner were wor¬ 
ried because they noticed the 
difference in me. 

“The day after the procedure 
my friends and family visited 
and said I looked better than 


I had in months. The team at 
Royal Brompton was brilliant 
and I was able to leave five days 
later. 

“I’m privileged to be the first 
person in the UK to be offered 
this new technique. 

“My recovery is going well 
and I’m improving every day, 
which has given me a more pos¬ 
itive outlook.” 


The technique uses equip¬ 
ment known as the Harpoon de¬ 
vice to repair the valve through 
a small incision in the chest, 
replacing the need for major 
conventional surgery, which 
is often administered while a 
heart has stopped beating. 

Neil Moat, consultant cardi¬ 
ac surgeon at Royal Brompton 
Hospital, performed the new 
technique for the first time in 
the UK as part of a new clinical 
trial, with the help of imaging 
colleague Dr Alison Duncan. 

He said: “We are excited about 
the impact this procedure could 
have for many patients with mi¬ 
tral valve disease. Conventional 
surgery is very effective but is 
quite invasive. This procedure 
is truly minimally invasive, not 
only in terms of the incision, 
but also in the avoidance of car¬ 
diopulmonary bypass and the 
need to stop the heart beating. 

“The new method takes half 
as long to perform, is thought 
to halve the time patients spend 
in hospital and leads to shorter 
overall recovery times. 

“It is like fixing broken 
strings of a parachute.”

HOSPITAL staff will 
be climbing the highest 
peaks in England, Scot¬ 
land and Wales to raise 
money for equipment to 
aid their sickest patients 
this weekend. 

Thirty hospital work¬ 
ers from Epsom and St 
Helier Hospitals will 
be attempting to climb 
Scafell Pike, Ben Nevis, 
and Snowdon in three 
days. 

The fundraiser has 
been organised by physi¬ 
otherapist Natalie Gard¬ 
ner who hopes to provide 
a £50,000 Fiberoptic En¬ 
doscopic Evaluation of 
Swallow (Fees) machine 
for the St. Helier critical 


care unit. The Fees ma¬ 
chine would allow swal¬ 
lowing to be monitored at 
a patient’s bedside. 

Michelle Corin, a 
speech and language 
therapist who is taking 
part on the hike, said: 
“Raising £50,000 will al¬ 
low us to purchase a new 
state-of-the-art machine 
that will mean we can 
assess a patient’s swal¬ 
lowing in greater detail 
at their bedside. 

“Like breathing, swal¬ 
lowing is essential to life. 

“Dysphagia (swallow¬ 
ing difficulties) affects a 
person’s ability to safe¬ 
ly swallow drinks, food, 
medication and even 


their own saliva. It can 
be life threatening and of¬ 
ten has a devastating im¬ 
pact on quality of life but 
despite this, it remains a 
‘hidden’ disability” 

The hike will take place 
between Friday, August 
19 and Sunday, August 21. 
The team will drive up to 
Lochaber and tackle Ben 
Nevis, before heading to 
the Lake District where 
they shall climb Scafell 
Pike, and then finishing 
with Snowdon in Wales. 

The campaign cur¬ 
rently has £3,852 in dona¬ 
tions.

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Hundreds sign abuse petition 


Under-fire service fails to win new patient transport contract 


A PETITION created 
by children’s charity 
the NSPCC to improve 
support for abused 
children across Surrey 
has attracted 700 
signatures. 

The NSPCC’s ‘It’s 
Time’ campaign is calling 
on the government to 
provide more support for 
young people under 16 
who have been sexually 
abused. 

This comes after 
the Office for National 
Statistics claimed that 
reported cases of abuse 
went up fourfold between 
2012 and 2016, increasing 


from 31 cases to 145. 

‘It’s Time’ was 
launched in January 
after surveys showed 
discontent over the 
provision of vital 
services to those abused. 
Of the two, one showed 90 
per cent of professionals 
viewed services as 
inadequate, and the same 
group viewed access to 
vital therapy as getting 
progressively more 
‘difficult’ to use. 

Colin Peak, regional 
head of service for 
London and the South 
East said: “We take it 
for granted that the 


government has data 
on everything that’s 
important. But right 
now, they’re not counting 
the number of children 
who’ve been abused and 
need support.” 

Nationally almost 
30,000 people have signed 
up to the campaign and 
supporters are being 
asked to exert pressure 
on MPs and ministers 
in order to get funding 
prioritised for this 
vulnerable and forgotten 
group.

Ambulance trust loses 
non-emergency work

THE ambulance trust serving 
Surrey and the South East has 
been stripped of its contract to 
provide non-emergency patient 
transport service (PTS) to vul¬ 
nerable patients. 

The South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service (Secamb) had pro¬ 
vided transport for qualifying 
patients who had pre-booked ap¬ 
pointments at hospitals and GP 
surgeries, but lost out after their 
renewed bid to continue provid¬ 
ing the service failed. 

The South Central Ambulance 
Service will take over from April 
1, 2017, with the contract to last 
for the next five years. 

A Secamb spokesman said: 
“This news sadly sees the end 
of Secamb providing PTS in its 
region after a long and proud 
history. We would like to pay 
tribute to the dedication and 
commitment of our PTS staff 
across Surrey and thank them 
for their continued profession¬ 
alism. 

“Staff directly affected will be 
contacted to discuss next steps 


and how the process will work 
moving forward. 

“We will also be working 
closely with trade unions, local 
commissioners and with the 
future provider South Central 
Ambulance Service in the com¬ 
ing months.” 

Secamb lost the contract after 
a health watchdog warned the 
service it must “make improve¬ 
ments” in July - the most recent 
in a long list of red flags being 
raised over the trust’s govern¬ 
ance in recent months. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) issued the trust with a 
warning notice last month, and 
gave Secamb until September 
10 to improve. If it does not im¬ 
prove by then, the service could 
have its remit narrowed, or it 
could face legal action, a CQC 
inspection manager warned. 

Understaffing, delayed re¬ 
sponse times, and failing to 
prevent abuse were among the 
CQC’s chief concerns. 

In October 2015, inspectors 
from health regulator Monitor 
criticised the trust for being 
“poorly managed”. 

In March, auditors carried out 
an independent review into the 
trust after an NHS pilot scheme 



Secamb under fire again 


was trialled with the trust. In¬ 
spectors found “fundamental 
failures in governance” and that 
ambulance dispatch times were 
delayed. 

Inspectors also found that 
chief executive of the trust 
Paul Sutton had signed off on 
the “re-triaging” of emergency 
calls, effectively restarting the 
clock for the purposes of log¬ 
ging response times. 

Two months later Mr Sutton 
took a “mutually-agreed leave 
of absence”.

THREE kind-hearted girls 
raising money to help people 
displaced by war had their 
fundraising efforts abrupt¬ 
ly halted after the table and 
chair they were using for 
their lemonade and jelly 
stand was allegedly stolen. 

Mimi, four and Lula 
Bloom, six, with their cous¬ 
in Esme Goodwin, nine, had 
raised about £20.50 before 
their stall disappeared on 
Monday, August 15. 

Mimi and Lula’s mother 
Abbey Bloom, 41, a special 
needs teacher, from Ashley 
Road, Epsom, pledged to dou¬ 
ble their collection before 
strangers online pledged to 
double and triple the money 
raised. They have now raised 
£140. 

Ms Bloom said the fur¬ 
niture used for their stall 
vanished while the girls took 
a break at about 2.30pm on 
Monday because of the heat. 

She said: “We had been 


talking about the war and it 
was on the news, but it was 
Lula’s idea to raise money 
for the refugee children. 

“This was all a lesson in 
doing good, helping others 
and showing that they can 
make a difference to people’s 
lives. To have the stall they 
were doing it from stolen 
from outside their own house 
puts a very murky cloud over 
what has been a fantastic ex¬ 


perience for them.” 

Mrs Bloom conceded it 
could have been a mistake, 
but said it was unlikely as it 
was clearly not out for rub¬ 
bish collection as it was the 
middle of the day and the 
girls had put a “closed” sign 
on the table. 

She said: “I checked on the 
tables from the windows but 
didn’t dream that anybody 
would take them, but after 


quarter of an hour they 
were gone. 

“It would also have taken a 
while to take it because it’s a 
trestle table.” 

The girls had offered to do¬ 
nate the money they raised 
to Rob Lawrie, a man from 
Rawdon in west Yorkshire, 
who quit his job to work full 
time to raise money for ref¬ 
ugees. 

Mrs Bloom heard about 
Mr Lawrie’s campaign on 
social media, and by chance, 
was reminded of his work on 
the morning of Sunday, Au¬ 
gust 14 by a Facebook post. 

She suggested Mimi, Lula 
and Esme could donate 
whatever money they raised 
to his GoFundMe page. 

Lulu said she was happy 
to have raised money for 
refugees, but sad her and

Man allegedly incited autistic 14-year-old to oral sex in toilet 

Cafe owner is in court 
over 'sex act with boy’

A CAFE owner incited an autis¬ 
tic teenage boy to give him oral 
sex in his cafe toilets on Christ¬ 
mas Eve, a court has heard. 

Zafer Dine, 40, of Gibraltar 
Crescent in Epsom, is on trial at 
Kingston Crown Court for caus¬ 
ing or inciting a child to engage 
in sexual activity 

The offence relates to oral 
sex with a boy, 14, in the Man¬ 
or Cafe in Manor Drive North, 
New Malden on Christmas Eve 
2014. Mr Dine denies the charges 
against him. 

The boy’s mother broke down 
in tears as she gave evidence 
on Tuesday, saying her son had 
come home “scared” and feeling 
“sick” after the alleged incident. 

She told the court how her son 
had been out carol singing, and 
came home at around 9.40pm 
that evening before leaving 
again to visit the cafe. 

She said her other son had 
phoned his brother, and shouted 
to her that “something’s gone 
on” when he returned home.

Crown Court 


She said: “He seemed scared. 
He felt sick. He was very anx¬ 
ious; I could see it in his face.” 

The boy’s mother said she was 
“fuming” and went to the cafe to 
challenge Mr Dine. 

She told the court Mr Dine, 
who she only knew as the “boss 
man” of the cafe, denied engag¬ 
ing in any activity with her son, 
saying “I’m married, I’ve got 


three children and I’m not gay,” 
and that he “wouldn’t do that”. 

She said her sons arrived, 
where the 14-year-old said Mr 
Dine was a “f****** liar”, adding 
“we’ve been in the toilet”. 

His mother told the court Mr 
Dine had previously blown kiss¬ 
es at her and son which she had 
thought was “weird”, as well as 
telling her son that he thought 
he was “17 and a girl”. 

But in a statement of agreed 
facts read out by prosecutor 
Kevin Barry, he said that the 
alleged victim “mixes truth and 
fantasy” and that a psychiatrist 
had said the boy liked “making 
up stories to get other people’s 
attention and sympathy”. 

Mr Barry added the boy had 
communicated with a man on 
gay dating app Grindr and re¬ 
ceived a pornographic image of 
another man’s genitalia on so¬ 
cial networking site Jingu. 

Dominic D’Souza, defending, 
added that the boy’s great uncle 
was “afraid of being alone in a 
room with him because of what 
he might accuse him of” and 
that the boy had become “very 
sexualised at a young age”. 

The trial continues.

Concerns that county introduction of charges at recycling centres will cause more problems 

Councils’ combined crackdown on 
fly-tippers launched as cases rise

EPSOM and St Helier Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals NHS Trust has 
launched a six-week consul¬ 
tation into plans to move its 
corporate services to Epsom 
town centre. 

If approved by affected 
members of staff, the move 
would create extra room for 
patients in the Trust’s hospi¬ 
tal in Wrythe Lane, Carshal- 
ton and Dorking Road, Ep¬ 
som, according to the Trust’s 
Director of Estates, Facilities 
and Capital Projects Trevor 
Fitzgerald. 

Mr Fitzgerald added the 
move would free up space to 
install a second CT scanner, 
move the renal department 
to a larger area and refurbish 
the audiology department at 
St Helier Hospital, and install 
a new theatre for orthopaedic 
elective surgery at Epsom 
Hospital. 

He said: “Our hospitals get 
busier and busier every year, 
and with an ageing and grow¬ 
ing population, the pressure 
on our staff, our services and 
our buildings will only con¬ 
tinue to increase. 

“It is important to re¬ 
member that these proposed 
changes are driven by clini¬ 
cal need, and we hope that by 
making them we’ll improve 
the services we can offer our 
patients and improve the 
surroundings for all of our 
staff.”

SURREY councils have 
launched a combined crack¬ 
down on fly-tipping after re¬ 
ported cases across the coun¬ 
ty rose, costing the taxpayer 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in clean-up jobs. 

But Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council is concerned 
Surrey County Council’s 
(SCC) introduction of charg¬ 
es for some items at its recy¬ 
cling centres may make peo¬ 
ple more likely to illegally 
dump their rubbish for free. 

There were 625 fly-tipping 
cases reported in Epsom 
and Ewell in 2015/16, rang¬ 
ing from a few black bags of 
household rubbish dumped 
at the side of the road to 
large quantities of building 
material. 

By comparison, in neigh¬ 
bouring boroughs Mole Val¬ 
ley and Reigate and Banstead 
489 and 191 fly-tipping inci¬ 
dents were reported. 

Councils across Surrey 


are appointing co-ordinators 
to help share intelligence on 
fly-tippers and step up en¬ 
forcement. They are also con¬ 
sidering using GPS mapping 
and portable cameras to help 
bring offenders to justice. 

From September 1, vis¬ 
itors to the council’s nine 
recycling centres - includ¬ 
ing those at Blenheim Road, 
Epsom and Randalls Road, 
Leatherhead - will have to 
pay £5 to recycle a tyre or £4 
to recycle a waste bag. 

A spokesman from Epsom 


and Ewell Borough Council 
said: “While we understand 
the reasons for SCC’s intro¬ 
duction of charges for some 
items at the recycling cen¬ 
tres, we are concerned at 
the impact this will have on 
fly-tipping. 

“However, there is no jus¬ 
tification for fly-tipping, and 
this council will do all it can 
to prosecute those involved 
in this anti-social, criminal 
activity.” 

The council’s figures for 
the first three months 2016/17 


already show an increase on 
the last financial year with 
216 fly-tipping incidents re¬ 
ported in Epsom and Ewell. 

The spokesman add¬ 
ed: “The council monitors 
fly-tipping hotspots to en¬ 
sure clear up takes place as 
soon as possible and to try 
and catch the fly-tippers. As 
part of this Surrey-wide ini¬ 
tiative, we are increasing our 
surveillance. 

“All fly-tipped waste is in¬ 
spected to see if we can ascer¬ 
tain where it originated. 


“We have a target of re¬ 
moving fly-tipped material 
within three days of it being 
reported.” 

The number of fly-tipping 
incidents has risen nation¬ 
wide in the last few years, 
and in Surrey alone, 6,851 
were reported in 2015/16 - up 
from 6,760 in the previous 
year. 

Mike Goodman, SCC cabi¬ 
net member for environment 
and planning, said: “Fly-tip- 
ping is a blight on the coun¬ 
tryside and a drain on our 
resources and we’re deter¬ 
mined to work together to 
clamp down on the problem. 

“Some people have no re¬ 
spect for the environment 
and refuse to use the waste fa¬ 
cilities available to all of us. 

“We don’t want law-abid¬ 
ing Surrey residents to have 
to bear the cost of clearing 
up illegally-dumped rubbish 
which is why we’re stepping 
up our efforts to combat 
fly-tipping.”

Council’s new 
bin plans are a 
step backward 


AS A former Merton resident and 
now living happily in Epsom and 
Ewell for 25 years, I read with in¬ 
terest your report in your sister 
paper, the Wimbledon Guardi¬ 
an, about the change by Merton 
Council to fortnightly waste col¬ 
lections and wheelie bins. 

Accepting that wheelie bins 
may not suit all households, I 
was amused to read Councillor 
Ross Garrod’s statement that 
these changes would “bring re¬ 
fuse collections into the 21st cen¬ 
tury”. 

Epsom and Ewell has had 
wheelie bins for many decades 
and collections are presently 
fortnightly for the recycling bin 
taking cardboard and plastic and 
fortnightly for the non-recycla- 
ble household waste bin. 

But Epsom and Ewell has re¬ 
cently announced that as from 
the spring of 2017 these two col¬ 
lections will change back to a 
weekly service. 


We also have a box for bottles 
and cans and a bag for newspa¬ 
pers. 

Alongside this we also have a 
caddy for food waste. 

These three containers are al¬ 
ready cleared weekly. 

Garden waste is by subscrip¬ 
tion, via a wheelie bin, if re¬ 
quired. 

So it would seem that Epsom 
and Ewell is really going back in 
time by reintroducing a weekly 
collection for all waste, and in 
my view, making residents very 
happy with this change. 

Perhaps Merton residents 
would be more content if the 
collection was weekly too?

Crime chief reveals policing plans

CUTTING crime, financial 
prudence and tackling terror¬ 
ism are among the top priori¬ 
ties for the Surrey Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC), 
the man responsible for over¬ 
seeing the force’s strategy 
and budget, announced last 
week. 

David Munro, Sur¬ 
rey’s PCC, announced six 


priorities for policing in the 
county after holding a public 
consultation in which just 
96 responses were received 
between May and June this 
year. 

The six-point plan was pub¬ 
lished on August 10, and is de¬ 
signed to set out the strategic 
direction for Surrey Police 
for the next four years. Mr 
Munro said: “When I stood 
for election, I really wanted 
to listen to what the people of 
Surrey had to say about their 
police force and what they 


expected from it. This plan 
reflects those conversations 
and I view it as my contract 
with the public to help deliv¬ 
er a policing service they can 
continue to be proud of.” 

Mr Munro’s six priorities 
are: 

Cutting Crime and Keep¬ 
ing Surrey Safe 
Supporting Victims 
Tackling Rural Crime 
Making our Town Cen¬ 
tres Safe 

Making Every Pound 
Count 


A FIELD in Fetcham will 
be replanted with 700 trees, 
three years after oaks, field 
maples and willows were ille¬ 
gally felled.

A LEARNING disability cham¬ 
pion is campaigning for new, im¬ 
proved and more accessible disa¬ 
bled toilets in Epsom town centre 
to preserve the “dignity” of users. 

Ciara Lawrence-Evans, 36, from 
Epsom, has urged councillors to 
bring a Changing Places toilet to 
the borough.

Director Ronnie Thompson talks to JIM PALMER about his new film, The Hatton Garden Job 


Shooting is well underway on 
the first big screen adaptation 
of Britain's biggest ever burglary 
and the director has told us he 
wants to evoke the same kind 
of wry smile in his audience as 
he got when he read about the 
audacious heist. 

It was only Easter last year 
a high security Hatton Garden 
vault was drilled into and 
£14million of gold and jewels 
were taken. 

What amazed everyone 
was that when caught the men 
responsible turned out not to 
be young men or international 
criminal masterminds but a 
bunch of blokes in their sixties 
and seventies - albeit career 
criminals — led by Dartford 
pensioner Brian Reader. 

And then more facts emerged 
such as Reader travelling to the 


raid on the 96 bus with a stolen 
bus pass, another raider being 
found with a copy of Forensics for 
Dummies and a look-out falling 
asleep on duty. 

Director Ronnie Thompson 
also co-wrote the script for The 
Hatton Garden Job with Ray 
Bogdanovich and Dean Lines. 

He said: "I just loved reading 
about this story and hearing 
about it. Then I was approached 
to write the script and direct it 
and I jumped at the chance." 

Clearly there are many ways 
you can tell a crime story like 
this. Between them, the men had 
quite gruesome criminal records 
and spent much of their lives in 
prison, but Thompson is taking 
the same approach as those who 
dubbed them Bad Grandpas, 
Dad's Army and the Diamond 
Wheezers. 


He said: "Mine is not a kitchen 
sink drama, mine is OAP's 11. 

"We're telling the story of the 
[heist] and how these old guys 
come into it and how they did it 
but in my version of the story I 
have used the stuff that has been 
revealed and I'm telling the story 
in a more... uplifting is probably 
the closest word to it. 

"I'm telling it in the way that 
we had the smile about it when 
we read the story. 

"I want you to smile, I want you 
to laugh, I want you to watch it 
again. That is my intention." 

The strong British cast that has 
been assembled will go a long 
way in establishing that tone. 

Ex-EastEnders and Gavin 
and Stacey actor Larry Lamb 
leads the ensemble as Brian 
Reader, while the cast also 
includes Stephen Moyer from 


the US smash True Blood, 
Quadrophenia's Phil Daniels, 
Downton Abbey's Matthew 
Goode, film icon Joely Richardson 
and respected TV faces David 
Colder and Clive Russell. 

Producer Ben Jacques told us: 
"In my wildest dreams, I couldn't 
have had a cast as fantastic as 
this with such a tiny little budget." 

Thompson said: "I'm 
delighted. Matthew Goode 
is an international star, Joely 
Richardson is a movie star that 
has been around for a lot of years 
in some of the movies I loved as a 
kid. It's an enormous cast. 

'They are proper actors that 
are at the top of their game. It 
makes it easier from my point 
of view. They just nail their 
performances, they are true 
professionals. You don't have to 
wring it out of them." 


For Thompson, it was 
important that his gang of 
raiders gelled and he is thankful 
that has happened. 

He said: "From the start we did 
script read-throughs and spent a 
lot of time together so that could 
happen. I was certainly hoping it 
would happen. 

"In between takes when my 
cast could be resting, they sit on 
set, they carry on having that 
banter, they sit with me. That 
camaraderie is there. It was 
important and again it feels like 
I have got that team with me." 

While Thompson has done 
extensive research into the heist 
and many aspects of it lend 
themselves to the kind of film 
he is trying to make, he said it is 
important to realise his version 
will be fictionalised. 

He said: "I'll say from the 


outset: I'm making a movie, I'm 
not making a documentary. My 
movie is there to entertain. 

"I think the story from the 
start, I was one along with the 
majority of the public, who had 
a bit of a dry smile when they 
read this. Nobody got hurt and 
it was kind of this remarkable 
story about these predominantly 
pensioners." 

Producer Ben Jacques said: 
"We have added elements to it to 
make the story exciting. 

"We have based it on theories 
and some of the public domain 
knowledge about the story. 
Matthew Goode's [Downton 
Abbey] character currently 
doesn't have a name, and 
there's a reason for that." 

The Hatton Garden Job is 
expected to be released 
later in the year.

Everyone who has worked in 
an office has encountered a 
David Brent, but it the man's 
unfulfilled life outside work that 
drives Ricky Gervais' belated 
big screen follow-up to his and 
Stephen Merchant's early-2000s 
comedy series The Office. 

It's a movie that will 
have you laughing out loud 
almost as much as watching 
through your fingers. 

More than a decade after The 
Office, Brent is a sales rep at a 
firm called Lavichem where most 
of his colleagues hate him. 

Blowing a hole in his savings 
and taking unpaid leave, he 
hires a backing band for a make 
or break tour in pursuit of his 
dreams of rock stardom - seven 
gigs in three weeks in the Berk¬ 
shire area, but mandatory tour 
bus and hotels nevertheless. 

The 'tour' is a frequently hilar¬ 
ious catastrophe of empty ven¬ 


ues, a band that dislikes him and 
his inadvertently offensive songs. 

Gervais has always liked to 
play with what is unacceptable 
and Life on the Road pushes the 
envelope. 

There are long, agonising 
scenes where Brent's verbal di¬ 
arrhoea and lyrics are almost too 
much, walking that 'it's ironic, 
not offensive' line and just about 
keeping the viewer on side, de¬ 
spairing at this man's ham-fisted 
attempts to be liked. 

His band offer a series of scep¬ 
tical talking heads echoing our 
embarrassment and giving con¬ 
text to his awkward moments. 

Taking Brent out of his office 
makes him more ridiculous than 
ever and there's a hint of Alan 
Partridge, his similarly deluded 
kindred spirit, in this film. 

What The Office had that 
Life on the Road lacks is scope 
beyond Brent. There's no infuri¬ 


ating Gareth or Tim/Dawn will- 
they-won't-they. Dom Brown's 
rapper Dom, who inadvertently 
becomes Brent's sidekick, is the 
only other character in the film 
who leaves a mark. 

Sometimes, Gervais' work has 
felt misanthropic but Life on the 
Road is redeemed in a final act 
when Brent's attention-seeking 
clown mask finally slips. 

While The Office made us feel 
like we all know a Brent, Life on 
the Road shows there is a little 
bit of Brent in most of us - any¬ 
one that is not quite where they 
hoped they would be in life, 
anyone with unfulfilled dreams 
- and that is why the movie 
ultimately connects. 

Ricky Gervais' David Brent 
movie delivers everything his fans 
and those of The Office would 
have hoped for: it's funny, painful 
to watch and, thanks largely to 
its final act, sympathetic.

This top tip guide from 
OnTheMarket.com tells you 
what to look for in finding a 
professional letting agent... 

1) Letting agent location: It 

makes sense to use a letting agent 
that is located in the same area as 
the rental property. Most towns 
have a number of firms who are 
letting specialists and many estate 
agencies have letting divisions. 
Some landlords prefer to use agents 
who are members of a trade or 
professional body such as ARLA 
(The Association of Residential 
Letting Agents) or NALS (National 
Approved Letting Scheme) because 
they should be following codes of 
professional conduct and have 
proper guarantees in place to 
protect landlord and tenant monies. 

2) Choose the service 
level: Most letting agents offer 
three levels of service. Tenant-find 
only means that the landlord will 
be undertaking the day-to-day 
management of the letting. Tenant 
find + rent collection means the 
agent will find the tenant and 
collect the rent but all other matters 
will be dealt with by the landlord. 

Full Management means the 
agent takes care of everything to do 
with the letting from start to finish 
and will only involve the landlord 
if something out of the ordinary 
needs their decision. For new or 


less experienced landlords, full 
management is often the service 
level of choice for peace of mind. 

3) Paperwork: A competent 
and professional letting agency 
will handle all the paperwork 
involved in a letting. They will take 
up references on new tenants, 
carry out credit-checks, confirm the 
tenant's employment details and 
check that the tenant has the right 
to reside in the UK. The agent will 
draw up the tenancy agreement 
and collate the required gas 

and electrical safety certificates. 
Agents can also obtain an Energy 
Performance Certificate (EPC) for 
the property. This must be given to 
any prospective tenant. 

4) Marketing, advertising 
and rent: A property without a 
tenant will cost you money, so make 
sure the letting agent will be very 
pro-active in finding a good tenant 
as soon as possible after they are 
instructed. Ask the agent which 
papers they advertise in. Check 
that they are listing properties 

on a main internet portal such as 
OnTheMarket.com. 

5) Client Money Protection: 
Letting agents handle deposits, 
rents and maintenance monies. 
Landlords and tenants need to be 
certain that the money is safe and 
that no-one can run off with it. A 
reputable and professional letting 
agency will be able to demonstrate 


that it belongs to a Client Money 
Protection scheme. 

6) Complying with deposit 
law: If you choose the tenant 
find + rent collection or the full 
management service from an 
agent, they should be able to 
deal with matters concerning the 
security deposit that is paid by the 
tenant at the start of the tenancy. 
This money, which is usually 
equivalent to 6 or 8 weeks' rent, is 
held by the agent on behalf of the 
landlord as a safeguard against 
the tenant causing damage. 

By law, such deposits must be 
registered with a government 
approved tenancy deposit scheme. 

7) Safety legislation: 


There are a number of pieces 
of legislation in place to protect 
the safety of tenants. A property 
with a gas supply must have an 
annual maintenance check and 
a Gas Safety Certificate must 
be provided by a qualified gas 
engineer. Most agents can make 
the arrangements. If electrical 
items are provided by the landlord, 
they must be safety tested by an 
electrical engineer. Again, the 
letting agent should be able to 
deal with the matter. Any soft 
furnishings at the property must 
comply with Fire Safety regulations. 

8) Repairs and 
maintenance: Every property 
needs looking after. Ask the letting 


agent if they carry out regular 
inspections to ensure the tenant 
is keeping the place in good order 
and to check if there are any 
maintenance issues. Letting agents 
usually have a panel of trades 
people who can be called upon. 

9) Maintenance float: 

If a letting agent is managing 
the property during a tenancy, 
it is usual for them to have the 
authority to carry out necessary 
repairs up to a certain value 
without reference to the landlord. 
The landlord will keep a sum of 
money with the agent as a "float" 
and the agent will account for the 
money as it is spent. 

10) Letting agent fees: At 


the time of instruction, the letting 
agent will ask the landlord to sign 
a document that details the fees 
that are payable for the services 
provided by the agency. Before 
signing, landlords should carefully 
read the document and ensure that 
they agree with all the possible 
charges. 

11) Accounting to the 
landlord: Check with the letting 
agent the arrangements that they 
have for accounting to you for the 
rent received, costs, and charges 
and how often they will transfer 
balances to your account.

CHRIS Langridge may be 
reeling from the disappoint¬ 
ment of missing out on a shot 
at badminton gold at the Rio 
Olympics, but he still thinks 
of the bigger picture. 

The 31-year-old from Ep¬ 
som lost the men’s doubles 
semi-final with partner 
Marcus Ellis yesterday, go¬ 
ing down 2-0 (21-14, 21-18) to 
Haifeng Fu and Nan Zhang 
of China. 

The British duo can still 
win a medal when they face 
another Chinese partnership 
in Biao Chai and Wei Hong 
today. 

Langridge admitted they 
were beaten by the better 
players, but issued a ral¬ 
lying call to the people of 
Great Britain to pick up a 
badminton racket. 

“We are frustrated because 
we gave everything and it’s 
hard when, unfortunately, 
your opponents are better,” 
he said. 

“They didn’t let us play 
how we wanted to play. We’ve 
played them a few times be¬ 
fore and our styles don’t real¬ 
ly match up. 

“I wouldn’t say we are a 
million miles away from 
them, but our styles don’t 


work for us. 

“We have to do well to get 
people reporting on badmin¬ 
ton, and we have done well at 
different times of the year. 

“It’s so hard on a regular 
basis because we don’t have 
as many people playing. 

“Our squad compared to 
some of the Asian squads 


may not even be a fifth of the 
size.” 

He added: “I really want 
people to start playing, even 
if you don’t want to play pro¬ 
fessionally. 

“It is a good game. The lad 
we played, Fu, has the hard¬ 
est hit in the world - over 
400kph. No wonder we were 


struggling to get it back. 

“We just want more peo¬ 
ple to get involved and enjoy 
playing. 

“Then, maybe in 12 years’ 
time, instead of me and Mar¬ 
cus losing out there, it may 
be another pair who are win¬ 
ning, and carrying the flag 
and doing all sorts.”
